The money 
expended for supplies Is email. Even 
in the Public Library salaries 
cost 


more than books. In e'irory depart- 
ment of the city government, it is the 
pay of men and not the cost of ma- 
terials that counts up. 


It is useless to quarrel with thle 


condition. It Is not only permanent, 
but It is natural and inevitable. Wheth- 
er the administration

National, 


State or municipal, salaries are the 
chief item of expense; anfl while this 
Item may

large, it represents a fundamental ne- 
cessity. 


The amount paid for salaries In 


Oakland seems excessive in propor- 
tion, but when the matter Is looked 
Into, It does not appear that the sala- 
ries are extravagant. Indeed, the sal- 
aries paid In this city are exceedingly 
moderate. The proportion of money 
expended for salaries seems large be- 
cause the charter fixes an arbitrary 
limit to the rate of taxation, an-d also

The 


demands 
for 
Increased 
police 


and fire protection swell the sala- 
ry list without affording any increase 
In the revenue. 
The condition Is one 


from which the City Council cannot 
escape.

further restricts 
the

of tho 


Council to provide for street and other 
Improvements 
beyond 
the 
barest 


maintenance. Every succeeding Council 
finds itself In the predicament of being

at 
once 
to 
meet 


salary demands, and out of what is 
left make the best possible provision 
for the repair of streets and buildings, 
the purchase of new equipment 
and 


the making 
of necessary 
Improve- 


ments. But It is not the salary roll 
that Is at fault. Here and there a sal- 
ary might be. shaved or a subordinate 
dispensed with, but the aggregate sav- 
ing that could be effected In this way 
would be trifling, so trifling as to be 
hardly worth while attempting.

The discovery that a London firm has 


been supplying the Mad Mullah with 
arms and ammunition with which to 
fight the British troops is apt to In- 
spire the opinion that commercial en- 
terprise may be pushed too far. In our 
Indian 
wars, the savages were 
fre- 


quently found supplied with arms by 
British traders, and during the Civil 
War 
the Confederates were 
largely 


supplied with munitions manufactured 
in Kngland. 
But when England goes 


e.onquesting and discovers that British 
troops are being shot by guns sold the 
enl'my by British traders the case is 
different—that is, It looks different to 
the English. 
Now, if the Mad Mullah 


were fighting the French or the Ger- 
mans, no concern would be felt in the 
British War Office if his followers were 
found with British arms in their hands. 
British guns were made to kill other 
people, not Britons, and when British 
lead is fired from British guns at Brit- 
ish soldiers, certain phases of British 
trade have a treasonable look. In order 
to obviate such 
unpleasant conse- 


quences in future, British traders who 
sell guns should exact a guarantee that 
the said?guns are not to be discharged 
at Englishmen. 
It would, perhaps, be 


better if guns could be manufactured 
that would not shoot Englishmen. But, 
maybe, the Mad Mullah might refuse!

Juliet Crashes Through a Window 


and Famil> of Louis Hicks 


Has a Narrow Escape. 


BERKELEY, Sept. 2.—The family ol Louis Hicks, the -well-known contractor, 


residing « 2631 Benvenue avenue, was startled at an early hour this morning by 
the firing of several shots in the direction of the residence. Mr. Hicks made a 
thorough Inspection of the premises and found that one of the missiles had 
crashed through a plate glass window in the parlor, while some of the other 
bullets had found lodgment In the woodwork. 


Although an effort wr-s made to ascertain the Identity of the person who 


fired the shots, all efforts In this direction proved to be fruitless. 


Mr. Hicks, who Is greatly exercised over the matter, said: 
"I can assign no motive that might have Impelled the shooting, but I would 


give a good deal to find out who fired the shots. If the bullet had gone through 
one of the upper windows there Is no telling but what one of us might have 
been killed. 


""We need more police protection In the upper part of Dwight way, •where I 


reside. It Is fortunate that the neighborhood Is law abiding, for any evil-Inclined 
person could do as he pleased :n that sf-ctlon of the city. 


"That the shots fired this morning were aimed at my house there can be no 


doubt. Judging from the manner in which the bullets are Imbedded In the 
wood they were fired at close range."

Fresno association known as 
the California Raisin Growers' Associ- 
ation had accepted the proposition of 
the local nssocia.tion. submitted a few 
dayr. ago, whn-h acceptance practic- 
ally means the merging of the two as- 
socinlions. 
While tho terms of the 


proposition have not been maik: public 
it is evident that the local association 
WEIS granted 
important 
concessions. 


Representatives 
of both associations 


had met twice before and could not 
agree upon terms. 


Finally the local association submit- 


ted a proposition to the Fresno asso- 
ciation which after several days' con- 
sideration was accepted. At the meet- 
ing last night a schedule of prices for 
muscatel raisins was adopted in ac- 
cordance with the schedule ad'opted by 
the .Fresno Association, local prices be- 
ing one-quarter of a cent per pound 
lower than those of JTresno.
